Soldiers in American Burial
Places Overscas
From Tha Tribune's Washington Burcau :
'WASHINGTON, March 16.-—The
Amorican government will defray all
the expenses of burial of United States
soldiers in American cemeteries in
France and the maintenance of the
graves, but where relatives desire the
permanent interment. be made in
French cemeteries the costs must be
borne by the next of kin, the War De-

partment snnounced to-day.

Ln the cases of bodies to be left in
the French cometeriss the relatives will
be required to assume the future care
of the grave and tho responsibility of
payment for the permanent burial place
of the soldler or any other charges in
conncetion with the maintenance of the
grave,

The government will bear the ex-
pense of transferring the bodies of
those to remein in permanent French
cemeteries, Tha objeclt of Faovd 2z or
transferring these bodies from where
they are now will be to concentrate
them in American cemeteries to be sel-
lected 8o us to simplify the matter of
future care and meintenance,

This policy in no wise affects the
present plan of the return to the
United States of bodiea where rzguests
for such action have been placed with
the Graves Registration Service, office
of the quartermaster general.
